Hon. Clark Howell Interviews 
Many Congressmen on 
the Peace Treaty. 



VMY BADLY SEVLRID PARTY LINES. 



Many Democrats Win Vote iu Favor 
tln« Treaty and Some Brpnblte- 
aus Will Oppose It.

Krw York, Dec. 92.— Clark Howell, 
member of the democratic national 
committee from Georgia and editor of 
the Atlanta Constitution, after con- 
sulting with the leaders of both of the 
political parties at Washington, tele- 
graphed as follows to his paper Wed- 
nesday night: 

"With the adjournment of congress 
for the holidays the final decision on 
the peace treaty is as clear as it will be 
after a vote has been taken in the sen- 
ate. Two weeks ago the matter was 
in doubt — to-day it is certain that the 
treaty will be ratifiea as it will lie that 
it has after the vote has been taken. 

"Mr. Mryan has been in Washington 
for several days and has conferred fre- 
quently and freely with the demo- 
cratic leaders in both the senate aai 
the house. He has advised ratification 
of the treaty, and ho is outspoken n 
the opinion that aside from the qttee 
tion of national obligation it is a mat

in the way of ratification. Then 
are leading democrats of both the sen 
ate and house who less than ■ week 
ago were in doubt as to whether dem- 
ocrats should assist in ratifying the 
treaty; more than that, some of them 
were outspoken in the opinion that it 
was perhaps better to reject it. Wed- 
nesday many of these democratic lead- 
ers take open position that the treaty 
should be ratified, and that it will be 
no one who has studied the situation 
from the Inside can have any reasonable 
doubt. It must not be understood that 
the ratification of the treaty will curry 
with it the assumption that all those 
who vote affirmatively are In favor of 
national expansion across the Pacific. 
Of the senators who will vote in fuvor 
of the treaty there will be republicans 
as well as democrats who are op- 
posed in principle as well as 
in theory to the trans-oceanic 
expansion of our nations,! do- 
main. They take, however, and 
very properly, the view that the ques- 
tion of expansion, per se, is not in- 
volved in the consideration of the 
peace treaty and that after the treaty 
has been ratified and Spain has been 
eliminated as a factor iu the Philip- 
pine problem, it will be time enough 
to consider the policy to be pursued in 
dealing with the Philippines. Rnd just 
here will come the real contest on the 
question of expansion." 

Mr. Howell further says that "the 
vote on this proposed resolution will 
not be confined by any means to party 
lines and the outcome is in doubt A 
large majority of the democrats will 
rote in fuvor of it and a large majority 
of the republicans will vote against it, 
but the size of either minority is suffi- 
ciently involved in doubt as to render 
exceedingly questionable the final 
action that will be taken on the reso- 
lution." 

He says: "The republicans as a 
body will favor the ratification of the 
peace treaty and will oppose any fur- 
ther action. They will hold that it will 
he time enough to cross the Philip- 
pine bridge when they get to it, and 
in the meantime the islands should 
he held under strict military govern- 
ment and that, if in Uod's own time it 
is demonstrated that the Filipinos are 
able to take care of themselves and de- 
sire to maintain a government of their 
own, it will be time enough for the 
United States to take up the question 
and act accordingly." 

Mr. Howell's summary concludes as 
follows: 

"As the result of the final encounter 
over the resolution it may be that the 
country will witness the spectacle of 
badly severed party lines and that out 
of it may be furnished the battle cries 
around which will be formed the lines 
of the next presidential fight"
